IMHENOH STRIKE. 

Body of Miners Will Not (Follow Lead- 
ers Advice. 

Paris, Nov. 8. — A meeting was held 
at Lens, Pas-de-Calnis, today, of dele- 
gates from the coal mining districts, 
tho object being to determine whether 
to accept the adverse arbitration Oflr 
cisiou or to continue the strike. The 
leaders are seekiug to induce its assis- 
tance, but the miners generally are 
insisting on a continuance of the strike. 

Disorderly scenes continue to occur 
throughout tho mining regions, At 
Bru'ny, department of Du Nor, four sol- 
diers were wounded during a melee, aud 
at ILievin, Pas de Calais, houses and 
stores were sacked by strikers, and two 
children were injured. 

The meeting at Lens lasted through- 
out the day and was attended with great 
disorder. Fifteen thousand strikers 
gathered in the vicinity of the meeting 
place The discussion among the deliv 
gates was violent nnd a continuance of 
the strike was Voted, although the de le- 
gations were named to confer- with, the 
coal mining companies regarding the 
question of wages

Ac tin; time they were all having a 
good time in the Dominion 'hotel, Vic- 
toria, they being members of the West- 
minster ritlc team. 

The other witness detailed a conversa- 
tion with Sloan at Vancouver, Wednes- 
day night. Hearing of his arrival Sloan 
sought an interview aud explained the 
whole transaction to him, adding that 
the origin Of his trouble was defaulting 
of an associate iu flouting a hydraulic 
mining proposition. One order was 
wished at the Savoy, and the others by 
Stephen Jones, ot the 'Dominion hotel, 
Victoria.

EMPEROR WILLIAM 

Arrives ill England to Visit King 
Edward. 

London, Nov. S. — The German Imper- 
ial yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor 
WUI lain on board, accompanied by the 
escorting German cruisers aud a flotilla 
of 'British torpedo boats, reached Port 
Victoria ut 8 o'clock this morning. The 
arrival of King Edward's nephew was 
made the occasion of an imposing naval 
display. All the warships at Shceriiess 
were dressed, their crews maimed the 
decks and the usual salutes welcomed 
the Imperial visitors, who was permbu- 
lating the promenade deck of the Hohen- 
zollern. 

After breakfast Emperor William 
landed, the crow of the Hohenzollern 
manning the ship and cheering lustily, 
and the British warships firing another 
salute as the Emperor boarded a train 
for Dover, on his way to Shorncliffe 
camp, there to review the First Royal 
Dragoons, of which regiment be is hon- 
orary colonel in chief. 

•Unusual precautions were taken by 
tho railroad officials. All traffic wus 
stopped for over half an hour along the 
route before the Imperial special train 
was due. Large British and German 
detective staffs were on duty and the 
junctions and approaches to the stations 
woro closely watched and cleared of 
spectators during the passage of the 
train. 

It was raining heavily when Emperor 
'William left the train at Dover, whence, 
mounted on one of his own chargers, 
lie rode to Shorncliffe camp accompanied 
by (Lord Roberts nnd a brilliant staff. 

After the review the Emperor start- 
ed for Sandrlngham. The ■meeting of 
the King and Emperor at Wolvertou 
was as informal ns could well be im- 
agined. The public, as it had been else- 
where, was rigidly excluded from the 
station a few minutes before the arri- 
val of Emperor William's special tram, 
living Edward, accompanied by a single 
equerry, drove up to the station with a 
pair and brougham. His Majesty stepped 

j upon the platform as the Emperor's 
train stopped, and bared his head as his 

I royal visitor alighted. Their Majesties 

: shook hands and embraced, and quickly 

, drove off to 2 tiidringlianj.

NOT FRENCH SHORE. 

No Move to Refer Question to Hague 
Tribunal. 

Paris, Nov. 8.— It was learned authori- 
tatively today that the Foreign Minister 
M. iDeleasse is not seeking arbitration' 
of the British-French Newfoundland', 
lisheries question. iM. Delcassq recent- 
ly wrote to Baron d'Estournclles de- 
Constant, the French delegate to the 
Hague peace conference, that the gov- 
ernment was seekiug to utilize the 
Hague tribunal by referring to it u 
pending .diplomatic question, and some 
of the English papers drew the conclu- 
sion that this referred to Newfound- 
land. But it was said at the Foreign* 
olllce that the Newfoundland question 
is not considered a proper subject for 
arbitration at the Hague, as it involves 
the issue of French sovereignty, lit is- 
understood that M. Delcnsse's reference 
was to an agreement to arbitrate tile 
clause referring to foreigners holding 
property in Japan as set forth in tlm- 
tieaties with that country.

Canada lias made giant strides of late 
years. This fact has been apparent to 
the most casual observer, while to the 
student taki'V an interest in the 
economic development of a people there 
is abundant evidence of material pro- 
gress which augurs well for the imme- 
diate future of the country. Compara- 
tively young business men in Canada 
have a recollection of geography lessons 
at school in which it was set forth that 
the two chief items of export in Cana- 
dian trade were tish and lumber. It is 
interesting now to note that in the list 
of exports for the first quarter or the 
present liscal year llsh stood sixth and 
lumber seventh, animals and their pro- 
duce and products of the mines in tirst 
nnd second places respectively, replac- 
ing lish and lumber, which were form- 
erly the only two really important staple 
exports of the Dominion. 

Although there has been a remarkable 
expansion in nearly all departments of 
Canadian trade the past year or two, 
the greatest development has been in 
connection witli the iron and steel in- 
dustries and in agriculture. When the 
end of the current half year is reached 
it will lie found that the results of the 
operations in these branches of industry 
have caused very substuntiill additions 
to the domestic trade of the country. 
The manufacture of steel and iron on 
an extensive scale in Canada does not 
date back many months. The develop- 
ment of this industry has been rapid 
the past year. Nature bountifully pro- 
vided the Dominion with the material 
resources necessary to the successful 
prosecution of iron and steel manufac- 
ture, and to a considerable extent Cana- 
dians have provided the necessary capi- 
ta! for the operations along this line. 
But the working out of the experiment 
was left for the enterprise and skill 
of i wo Americans. Mr. 'II. -M. Whitney 
assumed the tank in Nova Scotia of 
proving that iron and steel could be 
profitably produced there on a large 
scale, while 'Mr. K. II. Clergue, referred 
to as the Jason of Algoma, who sought 
the f!i>hlnn Fleece in the rich mineral 
fields of New Ontario, undertook, at the 
Canadian "Soo," to show what, could 
he done in the same way in the West, 
'i'o these two American gentlemen, who 
inaugurated large steel and iron indus- 
tries in Eastern and Western Canada, 
the people of the Dominion owe a debt 
of gratitude. The results they have 
achieved in the past year make it clour 
that the experimental stages have been 
passed, and indicate that Canada in the 
future will take an important place 
among the iron and steel producing 
countries. 

The production of coal in Nova Scotia 
has shown a steady development this 
year both in connection with the smelt- 
ing industry nnd for export, while the 
coal mines of British Columbia, the 
('row's Nest mines in the Kocky moun- 
tains, and tlie mines on Vancouver Is- 
land have shown unusual activity. 

In agriculture Cnnadiniw have Vcn 
There has been a large 
increase' this year in the cereal produc- 
tion.

Francisco. Then Dame Rumor began 
to spread tales of domestic troubles, and 
I a rupture linally came in February, 
1001, when Mis. Coleman quietly ob- 
tained a divorce and was awarded the 
custody of the child. 

The tongues of the gossips were hard- 
ly silenced when the news of Mrs. Cole- 
man's marriage to Edwin Y. Smith, a 
well known contractor of San Fran- 
cisco, i:i Hi'no, Xev., was made known 
to the world. It created quite a sen- 
sation at. the time, and the newspapers 
gave it a ilea! of prominence. The mar- 
riage occurred February 10, 1001. 

In July, l'.llil. Coleman brought suit 
in Judge Trott's court to obtain pos- 
session of the child. His suit was un- 
successful, as after a long and bitter 
tight the Judge decided in favor of Mrs. 
Smith. 

Early in January, 1901, 'Mrs. Burdell, 
mother of Mrs. 'Smith, died, and left 
an estate valued at $200,000 to Kath- 
lynlie Coleman. In her will she ap- 
pointed Coleman as the executor of the 
child's estate, and he is said to have 
lately received $2,000 for his services, 
and it is believed that it. is with this 
money that ho went away. 

After Coleman had been unsuccessful 
in obtaining possession of the child 
through the courts, be adopted more 
severe methods, and one day during the 
latter part of July, 1001, presented him- 
self at his former wife's residence, 920 
(Hyde street, and made a bold attempt 
to take the little one by force. 

The mother, aided by a servant, suc- 
ceeded in driving Colemnn away, and 
'bo was later arrested on a charge of 
battery. Soon afterward, however, he 
was released on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. 

Coleman again brought the case before 
the public eye in October, 1901. when he 
sued Mrs. Smith for the family furni- 
ture valued at $1, 250, which he alleged 
was the property of himself and his 
former wife before she married Smith.

As a consequence of the expose of the 
methods of "fortune-tellers" and similar 
fakirs who have for many years been 
visiting the city, made by the Colonist 
yesterday morning, Victoria is going to 
be freed from the presence in tho city of 
this species of human vultures. 

Orders were issued yesterday by Chief 
fLangley of the local police department, 
that all wdio pose as fortune-tellers must 
at once cease practising their "art"; and 
it is anticipated that this ruling will re- 
sult in the retention in the pockets of 
many of the innocent people of Victoria 
of a good many hard-earned dollars. 

Tho police authorities, in taking the 
action which will rid the city of the 
fortune-telling pest, are acting under sec- 

, . . , . , tion 390 of the Criminal Code of Cun- 

hS Nil MflRF l' 1 ' 1 "' w l»oh reads as follows: "Every 
1 »"va\i- . one is guUty Qf an i„ dietab i offence 

■ and liable to one year's imprisonment 
who pretends to exercise or use any kind 
of witchery, sorcery, enchantment, or 
conjuration, or undertakes to tell for- 
tunes or pretends from his skill or 
knowledge in any occult or crafty science 
to discover where or in what manner 
goods or chattels supposed to have been 
stolen or lost may be found." 

Many citizens of Victoria, and the po- 
lice authorities agree with them, feci 
that the law should be rigidly enforced. 
And in this connection it may be men- 
tioned that u Colonist representative 
was told yesterday by people who know 
whereof they speak, of a number of in- 
stances in which certain gullible resi- 
dents of the city were defrauded of con- 
siderable sums of money. 

One case is especially worthy of men- 
tion, ns it indicates to what an extent 
the unlawful "art" of fortune-telling 
may be practised. 

Three parties only figure prominently 
in the case. "A," the fortune-teller; 
"B," his accomplice, and "C," the dupe. 

"C" visits "A," who recognizes him 
nt once ns a good thing." "A" tells 
"C's" fortune and gains iiis confidence. 
"A" learns from "C" that the latter has 
a considerable sum of money in the bunk 
and is looking for a favorable chance to 
increase his capital. Once this informa- 
tion regarding "C's" financial status has 
been gleaned, the fortune-teller, exam- 
ining' the bitter's hand, says: 

"All! I see hero in the lines of your, 
bnnd indications that you will shortly 
be asked to engage ill an enterprise 
which will involve the expenditure of 
considerable money. I cannot tell who 
is the party whom you will meet in this 
way, but I see it foretold that you will 
accept the proposition .made you, and 
that you will make n large sum of money 
as a result. I advise you to take up the 
proposition, whatever it may be, without 
any hesitancy." 

The dupe leaves the fortune-teller 
flrmly believing that he has got a good 
"tip." Then comes the final act of get- 
ting "C's" wad. 

"B" then gets in his work. He lies in 
wait for "C," and broaches a mining 
proposition. It will require, say, $700, 
to pull the thing through; but all kinds 
of money can be made at once. "C 
looks upon the presenting of this propo- 
sition as the very thing which he had 
been waiting for, as told him by the 
I fortune-teller, nnd eagerly accepts the 
statements made by "B." Result— "B" 
gets $700 for II few minutes' "work," 
and "C" gets the experience. 

It is the knowledge of such instances 
las these that has aroused certain of Vic- 
| toria's citizens and the police to n de- 
termination that, if the law can prevent 
it, there shall be no more preying upon 
the gullible portion of the public. 

The law, as will bo noted by the quo- 
tation of the section of the Criminal 
Code which appears above, is very 
clear upon the matter; and it is the in- 
tention of the police authorities to en- 
force it hereafter to the letter.

Sam Clay is dead. He passed away at 
ILadysinith on Friday afternoon, his 
death being attributed to a general 
break-up in health, owing to advancing 
years. Ho was 70 years of age, and 
the funeral will take place this after- 
noon from Hauna's undertaking rooms. 

Sum Clay was very well known to all 
Victorians. He was a pioneer in the 
city, and a character in n way. Since 
the early days in local history "Sam" 
conducted a saloon and grocery business 
on Johnson streets, and in his time had 
many lively tilts with the clergy and 
temperance advocates of the city, who 
favored the supression of the drink traf- 
fic, die weildcd an able pen, and in his 
letters to the press in defence of liis 
position, he achieved* a considerable 
notoriety. He was possessed of many 
sterling qualities, and had many ad- 
mirers, being considered as one whose 
word was us good as his bond. He 
always took a lively and active interest 
in all public questions. 

Deceased, who leaves a widow and 
six children, two sons and four daught- 
ers, all residents of Ladysmith, was 
born in Devonshire, 'Eng. He cume to 
iBritish Columbia at an early age and 
engaged in mining in the Cariboo count- 
ry at the time of the excitement in 
that district. 

Locating in Victoria in 1S(I2 he wirs 
a resident of the town up to a few 
months ago, when he removed to Lady- 
smith. His health was gradually fail- 
ing and on Friday last he passed to 
that great bourne from which no travel- 
er returns.

Correspondence of the Leeds 
Mercury Gives a Flattering 
Description. 



Much Impressed With Richness 
and Permanent Nature of 
the Mines. 



: The following letter appears in the 
■Leeds Mercury of October 24. It was 
written by Mr, Lumsden, who repre- 
sented the 'Mercury during the recent 
tour of British newspapermen: 
, Nelson, B. C; Sept. 15. 

i iLiko the -golden eagle, the golden city 
of ttritish Columbia has its aerie among 
•uie mountains. Hossland stands on a 
■mountain at an altitude" of 7.0UO feet 
above the sea level. The city is only 
•lour miles as the crow flies from Trail, 
where the railway ascent from the 
'Columbia river commences; but no nu- 
merous are the turnings that the metal 
'track is tweivo miles long, 
i Wondrous changes have been wrought 
ion the rock-ribbed slopes of lied moun- 
tain since that July day, twelve years 
ago, when Joe Morris tramped across 
'the lonely canyon and discovered the 
•treasure ledges of Trail Creek. A city 
of some U,000 inhabitants, with daily 
papers, electric lights, waterworks,- 
schools, churches and theatres, has 
arisen on the storm-swept wilderness. 
The people of Bossland entertain no 
scepticism about the permanence of 
their mines. In the construction of 
their Ktreets they have given proof of 
their faith. These are broad thorough- 
fare*), driven in mauy places through 
ledges of diorite, and thousands of tuns 
of this hard rock have been blasted 
away to grade the main avenue of the 
town. 

ROSSLAND iBY NIGHT. 
A hush lire was raging on the Ked 
mountain slopes on the night of our 
arrival; but the ruddy Haines u' the 
ball pines paled beside the electric 
illumination of the city. The town's 
ibitnd turned out to meet us at the 
station, and the ladies of the golden 
city welcomed us from verandahs and 
open windows alung our route to the 
•Allan Hotel. 

The mine.-" never cease working. 
'Sunday and Saturday, three hundred 
and sixty-live days, all the year round, 
working three eight-hour shifts in the 
twenty-foui- hours, and the saloons keep 
open by night as well as by day. 
Towering above Hossland, a little to 
the west, is a conical hill, covered from 
base tv summit with mining plant, the 
pit bank works of the Le Hoi, the War 
'Eagle, the Centre Star and other well- 
known mines. Among American min- 
ing camps Hossland is unrivalled for the 
amount of heavy machinery installed; 
and as development proceeds, more and 
more costly plant is being erected. 
Electric power is derived from the Bon- 
nington falls, on the Kootenay river, 115 
miles nwny, 

Down a pit shaft there is no distinc- 
tion betwixt night and day, and a desire 
»•) see the subterranean excavations of 
the famous Ee Hoi by midnight was 
readily complied with. Hossland, nil 
ablaze with electric, lumpe, strung, as it 
were, at random around the hillsides, 
was soon left behind; ami our "rigs" 
plunged at break-neck speed into the 
darkness beyond the city. The contrast 
between tin-de-siecle creations and the 
rude makeshifts of a country undergoing 
reclamation is observable in all parts ol 
Canada, and nowhere more so than 
among the mining camps. •' 
1 Outside the limits of the town tho 
trail was more adapted for pack mules 
than foe our barouche; but the post- 
boy never slackened rein, merely re- 
marking that there was no danger un- 
less the horses bolted over a precipice. 
Trusting to the sagacious quadrupeds, 
we jolted over boulders mud plunged 
among sand-hollows, till we reached a 
tinner roadbed in the vicinity of the 
mines, and gut out at the 300-foot level 
of the Ee Hoi. Now we could look back 
upon Hossland, a glittering little island 
in a boundless solitude of mountain 
darkness. 

SUirBKB MINING PI/ANT. 
' We are now treading on slippery 
ground, nnd as I make no pretensions to 
being a mining expert, I must content 
myself with recording tho admiration, 
mingled with astonishment, all ex- 
pressed at the magnitude and superb 
character of the plant at all the mines.

The 
steel hoists are of immense size and 
elaborate design, and at various mines 
electric motors of 40O nominal horse- 
power have been installed, capable of 
driving -ID-drill air-compressors.

elevation of 4,000 feet above sea level.| 
The rido on a glorious September morn- 
ing by the four-horse stage from Green- 
wood, which stands 2,000 feet lower, 
(town tho valley, is an experience never 
to be forgotten. The Grauby eouimuiy 
quarries its ore from vast excavations, 
resembling craters, on the mountain, 
side. The miners call tEt-so yawning, 
caldoras the "Glory Holes." The ore, 
bodies have actually been exposed alung 
a length of U,(X)(J feet, crosscuts have 
been driven proving a width of 400 
reet without reaching the facies of con- 
tact with the country rock, and the, 
diamond drill has proved the existence 
of the ore at 1,700 feet in depth. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
acres of chalcopyrites have been, 
"'blocked out." We rambled for about, 
un hour through the stopes actually 
performing the circuit of these gigantic 
"pillar and stall" blockings. The sys- 
tem of inining is simplicity itself. An, 
inclined adit is driven into the hill;, 
then a "raise" is cut upward to an, 
open surface quarry, where the ore is, 
blasted and hurled down the "raise" by, 
its own weight, to be dumped into tram- 
cars at the adit level. Costly winding 
machinery is -thus entirely dispensed; 
•with, gravitation performing the whole 
work of bringing the ore to the bins for 
shipment to the smelter. 

A G EOEOGI CAE CURIOSITY. 
The ore mountain at Phoenix is a. 
geological curiosity, The lirst tunnel 
was . pened on May 22, 1808; the Jirst, 
tramloadj of ore left the camp on July 
11, 1000; and since then the Granby 
company alone has sent half ia million 
tons bo its smelter at Grand Forks. As 
development has proceeded, the real 
nature of the deposit has been slowly 
revealed. A rational estimate last 
year placed the ore in sight at 54,O0O,UU0 
toi.s; •bin, stupendous as this total is, 
Mr. Williams, the manager, told me, 
That tins summer's excavations and sur- 
laec'sirippnig work warranted him in 
raising uie estimate to the almost in- 
credible figure of 70,000,000 tens ! 
.Needless to say, the ore is extremely 
(ow-giaitv; but it is practically self- 
lluxiag, and what with the cheap 
method oi quarry mg Mid the llnxibie 
nature of the ore, the whole cost of 
treatment from nude vein-stuff to 
matte has been brought down to .$11.50 
per ton, or even lower— the lowest hith- 
erto attained on the American conti- 
nent. 

The opening of this wonderful field is 
largely owing to Canadian enterprise. 
In the lirst instance the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway rendered exploitation pos- 
sible by constructing the- Columbia & 
Western Railway, a line about 150 
miles long over a rugged, mountainous 
country, from Arrow Lake westwards. 
This was a piece of truly daring enter- 
prise, as few milling experts three years 
ago even dreamed of the latent mineral 
wealth of lloundary Creek. The Granby 
company, which hns done most of the 
pioneer work, is a Canadian corpora- 
tion; but an American company oper- 
ates the .Mother Eode, another of the 
leading properties; while round the hill 
from the Ironsides mine of the Granby 
company is the Suowshoe, a similar 
•property now being opened up by a 
British company, having its head otllccs 
in Eondon.

The sensational libel (suit brought by 
Mrs. Julia Watt against HaUy Violet 
dleauchaiup ended on October HO by the 
plaintiff being awarded Xo.oOO (.^o.OOO) 
dam ages. 

When the court opened, an immense 
crowd besieged the public entrance. 
Well-dressed men and women struggled 1 
and fought for places. The court-room 
was packed when the proceedings 
'began, many people well known 
society being present. 

The principal actors in this remark- 
able case were in their seats early. 
ULady Violet Beauchamp, in u striking 
toilet of crimson, sat by the side of the 
man whose mind she was accused of 
poisoning. Both Lady Violet and Mr. 
• Watt appeared absolutely undisturbed 
by the sensation which they caused. 
'Mrs. Watt, who is rather handsome, 
was also stylishly dressed. 

All three seemed indifferent to the 
stares lixed upon them by several 
hundred pairs of eyes as the story of 
their mixed relations were unfolded. 

i.Mrs. Watt went into the witness-box. 
Counsel for the defendant endeavored 
to show that the relations 'between Mr. 
and 'Mrs. Watt were not tttoxe usual 
between husband and wife. (Mrs. Watt 
admitted having employed detectives to 
watch her husband. One of the reports 
made by a detective agency staled: 
"We hope soon to obtain the evidence 

you desire, because Mr. Watt hns 1 11 

making love to one of our young holy 
detectives." 

Mrs. Watt admitted she employed de- 
tectives, because she wanted to know 
if her husband was faithful. The wit- 
ness was questioned about her relations 
Willi 'La.ly Violet. She obtained the 
alleged libelous letter while she was 
staying with her husband at Dieppe. 
Mrs. Watt said the only person she hud 
shown tho letter to was Lady Itoilen, 
with 11 view to getting her to persuade 
her daughter, Lady Violet, to leave Mr. 
Watt alone. 

Asked why she drove in a carriage 
with Lady Violet, at Brighton, Mrs. 
Watt said she did not know what to do. 
If she- refused to receive Lady Violet, 
she was afraid her husband might turn 
her out ot the house. 'She wrote to Sir 
iHeginnhl Benuchump, asking him t" 
take lus wife away, but Lady Violet 
persisted in being a constant visitor to 
tier house. Mrs. Watt said she was 
compelled to have dinner in her bed- 
room 'because Lady Violet would not 
leave the house. Since she ImiT left 
Mr. Watt, Lady Violet had lived with 
him continuously. 

Counsel for defendant made objection 
to tlie plaintiff's counsel's reference to 
Ludy Violet's character b.v stating that 
Lady Violet herself, in answer to her 
husband's petition for divorce, had said 
that (ihe had frequently committed in- 
discretions with her husband's asso- 
ciates. . e| 

i'laintiff's counsel sniil his object was 
to show Unit it was La.ly Violet who 
led .Mr. Watt astray, and not Mr. Watt 
who led Lady Violet astray. In address- 
ing the jury, counsel for Mrs. Watt 
made some very strong comments on 
the conduct of Mr. Watt and Lady 
Violet. They neither of them dared, lie 
said, to get into the witness-box and 
deny the allegations he had made 
against them. They were bankrupt in 
character. The only way to punish 
them was through their common, pocket. 

When, towards the close of his 
address, plaintiff's counsel drew a pic- 
ture of how the wife of a baronpt and 
daughter of an, earl had dazzled, by her 
superior social position, a man of com- 
paratively humble station, 'Mr. Watt ami 
Lady Violet looked at one another" nud 
laugliiid aloud.

Sir William Van Home Hives His Im- 
pressions of Cuba. 

"Sir "William Van Home returned from 
New Vork today and is preparing to 
leave next week on his annual inspection 
tour of the Cuban Company's properties 
in tlie gem of the Antilles, - ' says the 
Montreal Star. 

Sir William-was nsked how the Cubans 
were doing today? 

"First rate," he replied. 

' • Hnt they want .capital assistance, do 
they not 7" 

"Cubans owe nothing and are living 
quite within their income. The new gov- 
ernment is a most conservative one and 
will disprove tho idea that the Cubans 
are incapable of governing themselves. 
Beneo nnd quiet prevail throughout the 
island. It is as peaceful as the rural dis- 
tricts of Canada. The rights of property 
are as well respected as in any pnrt of 
the world and no individual of any na- 
tionality can complain of discrimination 
in any form." 

"How about the sugar duties?" 

"An amelioration ot" these on the pari 
of tho United States would help Cuba 
very much at this time towards getting 
well on her feet: but she asks nothing 'n 
tlie way of charity. She is able nnd will- 
ing to give an adequate and more than 
adequate return for anything sho may 
get in the way of trade advantages. 

"Tho over zealous friends of Cuba 
havo too often put this matter in the 
ground of charity and have unfortunate- 
ly created the impression abroad that 
her situation financially and commercial- 
ly is deplorable. This is not true. Her 
customs returns, street railway earnings, 
and such tilings, all give evidence to the 
contrary., I know- of 110 country where 
capital can be so well employed or where 
farmers, large and small, are likely to do 
so well. The island is it great garden 
with an unlimited market within reach. 

"How is the Cuba Company's rail- 
road progressing?" 

"It is practically completed and is ex- 
pected to lie opened for traffic on the 
17th or 2-lth of November. The main 
lino from Santiago to Santa Clara is 855 
miles long. It runs through n magnifi- 
cent timber and agricultural country all 
the way. It is a standard American 
railway with equipment similar to that 
of the' best railways in the north. Its 
bridges are of steel and masonry nnd it 
will be a first class line in all respects."

cleaned. Vermin ecu be destroyed by 
taking two-thirds. «rf a cup of crude car- 
bolic acid, added to one pall of water, and 
sprayed often. Roosts should be all on a 
level, and plenty of them to prevent over- 
crowding, and drop-boards for easy re- 
moval and cleansing. Scratching .material 
should always be available, to keep the 
birds active, both winter and summer. 

Selection. — Select 1(1 'best hens out of the 
dock that have not been laying too long, 
or fed for some length of time, heavy for 
egg-production, and mate with a strong 
bird, as well-bred as possible, of the breed 
Intended to follow. Any personi with or- 
dinary fowls can have, at the end of five 
years, by selection and mating with wires 
of one distinct breed, a llock of fowls 
practically as good as any pure-bred birds. 
A good general-purpose breed— that Is, 
where both meat and eggs are taken into 
consideration— should be selected from 
the American class, such as Plymouth 
'Rocks, Wynndottes, Orpingtons, etc. 

Feeding — Young chicks should not be fed 
too heavy or too soon at tho start. I 
make It a rule to feed a Mttle grit first; 
then a little bran, morning and night; 
and next oatmeal or oat-chop, all dry. 
changing to a mixture of 40 per cent, bran, 
40 per cent, oat-chop, ami 155 per cent, of 
finely ground vegetables, adding no more 
water or moisture than the vegetables will 
supply, and feed three times a day all they 
will eat; as soon as possible add small 
wheat, changing gradually to milk as a 
drink, and a mash of shorts and oatmeal 
or common!, mixed with milk, nt noon, 
and wheat or cracked corn at night. It 
is of the utmost Importance to keep young 
chicks well growing, and when In weight 
from three to four pounds, fatten them 
I prefer fattening In crates made OVj foot 
long Iby 10 Inches wide and 20 Inches high, 
divided Into three compartments of four 
birds each, with slats running lengthwise 
on top and bottom, and up and down In I 
front, nnd plnced on trestles a'hout three 
feci high, and fed (by a trough running 
lengthwise In front of crate, with soft 
food, such as oatmeal, ibnrleymeal or buck- 
■n-hentmeal, mixed with milk (avoid using 
petimenl), and all thev can eat

Sheep and fruit trees don't do well togeth- 
er, hut the sheep well cared for will do 
better than the trees. I think one sheep to 
the acre can be profitably kept In n good 
system of mixed farming: of course that 
depends on the kind to be kept. Neither 
the Cotswolds. Liucolns or Oxfords can be 
kept on the same amount of food that a 
smaller and more compact one can. Now, 
the question Is. which breed of sheep will 
give tlie largest returns for a given amount 
of food consumed? 

"This might also depend on (the nature 
of the soil, the larger sheep requires richer 
and more proline a pasture, lighter sheep 
a hilly or more bare pasture. Sheep hus- 
bandry to be profitable should engage two 
distinct classes of sheep farming, the suc- 
cess of one dependlnv on the success of 
tip' other. The first belongs to the breed- 
ers or pure bred; the fancy sheep, such 
as we see at the shows, such as rain breed- 
ing or stud flocks, though this must not he 
entered Into, or If entered Into requires 
the greatest skill and knowledge 1 to make 
it a success. A man well trained In prac- 
tice to all tlhe finer points, the mating to 
produce certain results as well as care in 
feeding. Our agricultural colleges and 
farmers' institutes have done much to ed- 
ucate on these lines, and still more can be 
done. 

"The next, and by far the largest class 
are those engaged In breeding and feeding 
| for mutton aim wool, neither so much risk 
.or capital Is required, and ordlnarUv more 
I certainty of success, aa only requiring a 
I limited knowledge, picked up by observa- 
tion and a little experience: yet without 
knowledge no success may be looked for. 
Sonic sheep, like some shepherds, are no 
good. The ewe Uoek. ir common, needs to 
have good blood In them. Select ewes of a 
lengthy low down type, showing good milk- 
ing qualities, for a good sheep a lamh like 
any other animal mu.-t have a good start I p 
In life.

The Japanese sealing schooner Siefu 
Marti, 05 tons, owned by Laliln, of Yo- 
kohama, and King, of Hakodate, Am- 
ericans, engaged in sealing under tue 
(Japanese Hag, is lying at Sooke harbor 
with her sails torn, and 'her booms an ! 
gaffs broken, as a result of the buH'tH- 
ing the schoner received on September 
25 and in succeeding gales after leav- 
ing the Behring seu— coming out from 
one of the Western passes— on SilHeni- 
ber 22. Capt. Ritchie, formerly a 'mu- 
ter on the schooner W. 1*. Hall, out of 
'Victoria, and W. J. (Roddy) White, who 
was born in Victoria, and left hero iivo 
years ago as hunter of the schooner 
Borealis on her Japan cruise, rowed tip 
to Victoria, arriving yesterday morutjg 
at an early hour, alter a rough trip, and 
they give details of tho trying experi- 
ences of the Seifu 'Maru. 

The Siefu iMaru. — a new "vessel built M 
Japan— secured 582 skins, which, with 
the exception of 37 taken off tho Copper 
Islands on the good lowering days, were 
secured in the Behring sea with fire- 
arms— for the Japanese not being a par- 
ty to the agreement, their schooners can 
use firearms in the sea, while the Vic- 
toria vessels must use spears. The M'ye 
Maru was hunting near the Siefu Ma.u 
and got about -100 skins before she left 
for home. There were a number of o 
er Japanese vessels in the Behring sea. 

The Siefu Maru squared away lor At- 
tn after running out from the west- 
ward of the Behring sea, and three (lavs 
after she left the sea — on September 25 
—a terrific gale started from the wts:- 
ward, shifting to the northwest and af- 
terwards to the southwest. Big seas 
broke right over the Vessel, and it seem- 
ed that some of the crew must be wash- 
ed overboard. On one occasion, when a 
big sea swept the schooner's de:ns. 
smashing her boats and wrecking up 
things generally, two men were stand- 
ing in the coek-c>it, and it seemed ilia; 
they must be washed overboard, but he 
sea swept over them and left them. Tho 
storm sails were torn, the main bojtn 
broken, main gaff cracked and broken 
and the foreboom and fore gall, staysail 
boom, were also broken by tho pound- 
ing of the seas and the fierce wind i ag- 
ing for hours. Tho schooner was about 
on the meridian when this storm struck 
her, smashed her boats, rent her storm 
sails, and broke booms and galls, and 
Capt. Ritchie decided to run back to 
Attn, where the schooner arrived on 
October I',. 

Two of the white hunters of the 
schooner, formerly sealing out of Vic- 
toria, William Dewitt and Edward 
Birk, went ashore when the schooner 
reached Attn, and so thoroughly fright- 
ened were they as a result of tho ex- 
perience on board the schooner that they 
refused to go on board again when the 
vessel loft Attn two days later. They 
will have to remain at Attn, whore there 
are a few natives, and no other whites, 
and scant provisions of a kind to appeal 
to the palate of a white man, until next 
year, when the schooners call again at 
Attn for water. In" the meantime they 
will live upon salmon and what other 
fish they can secure.

Japan has, as will be scon, taken ad- 
vantage of the desire of tho United 
States to stop pelagic •sealing to force a 
settlement of other difficulties not at nil 
related to the seal fisheries. For some 
time past Japan has filed protests 
against the action of the United States 
in placing restrictions on Japanese 
commerce by increasing the duties on 
mattings and silks, etc., as was done 
under the Hingloy Act, by levying a duty 
on tea, as was done under the United 
States Revenue Act, and by charging 
Japanese exporters with undervaluing, 
the goods shipped by them to the Unit- 
ed States. Other minor points are also 
involved, the sum of which is sufllcieut 
to discourage the idea that Japan will 
consent to a cessation of pelagic souliu. 
on the part of her subjects until all the 
matters in controversy have been dis- 
posed of. 



EDITH OVERDUE. 

German JJ ark Bound Here Causing An.' 
iety by Dong Passage. 

The German bark Edith, which is 70 
days out from Hongay, China, is causin 
great anxiety to the underwriters, and 
the bark, a vessel of 1,227 tons, com 
inanded by CiiiPt. Oertel, lias betu placed 
on the overdue list, ami reinsured at 1(5 
per cent. The underwriters ifear Unit 
tho Edith, which is bound to this port 
in ballast from China, bus been caught 
in the recent typhoons which have raged 
in the China seas, and if tho German 
vessel does not show up shortly, the rate 
will likely be increased. Tho German 
ship Nttl, 43 days out from Kobe for 
Portland, has also been placed on the 
overdue list at 15 per cent. The Am- 
erican ship John Ena, which had such 
a trying experience on the China coast, 
was on tho -overdue list for a short time 
prior to her arrival at fort Townscnd 
two days ago, being reinsured for one 
day nt 15 per cent. The rate on tho 
Clydesdale is now up to SO, with tho 
prospects of being increased— if no news 
is received within the next few days— to 
1R) per' cent. . The Clydesdale is 123 days 
out from Newcastle, Australia, fur Sau 
Francisco, with a cargo of coal, and the 
underwriters fear that she may have 
been burned at sea, as were the ships 
IFrankistan ' and Fannie Kerr. 

The fears for the Edith are increased 
by the record of the losses of light ships 
which have been headed to this coast 
from the Orient during tho winter. As 
will be remembered, within the past 
four years, one or more vessels which

Heavy seas swept over the 
steamer, banging lifeboats, awning 
frames .and even washing' the tar- 
paulins away that covered the hatck« 
I Fortunately, bags of fish oil were then 
j hung nlong the steamer's side and pro- 
line Mid ovoi-vthi'i.' movable vented tho seas from breaking, althougii 
SfK «W t he' vessels caldnsj- confused .sea threatened - 
ami those of the crew who were in their 



damaged, her rigging and upper works 
being in a wrecked condition, and of 
her boats, but one remains.

The main boom was the first to break 
during the gale, and the main gaff soon 
followed, cracking with a loud noise. 
Then the fore boom and lore gaff were 
smashed, and the storm trysails and 
staysails were ribboned. Four of the 
boats were carried from '.heir lashings 
by the seas which swept on board, and 
the remaining boat was rendered unsea- 
worthy. 

The seas tossed the schooner on her 
beam ends, and it seemed at times as 
though she could not live out the storm. 
Several billows broke over the vessel 



gale of October 28, when' rounding the 
North end of Vancouver Island en route 
to Quutsiuo Sound with a large amount 
of .lumber for the Yreka mine, several 
thousand feet being piled up on the 
steamer's- deck. The steamer occupied 
from early morning to late at night in 
making 50 miles against the force of 
the gale after rounding Cape Scott. 
There was a high sea running and rol- 
lers were sweeping on deck. The lum- 
ber shifted a little, but did not get free, 
and Capt. iMcCoskric says the steamer 
did not have a list when she reached 
tjuatshio as was reported. The gale 
blew from the southwest, and with the 
seas sweeping inboard and the battering 
of the vessel as she labored in the 
heavy seas, the crew hud a trying time, 
especially when all bauds were called ou 
deck to make fast the lashings of the 
lumber, which threatened to shift. The 
saloon stewards had nobody to provide 
food for that day, other than the crew, 
lor of the dozen passengers, nun,, left 
their bunks. Everything moveable was 
Hying about, and all told, the experi- 
ence was it most intercstiTig one. Along 
tiie Coast breakers were lulling very 
high. The wind had died down some- 
what before the Danube started from 
Shushurtie Bay, where she had been 
at anchor for J»G hours awaiting the 
abatement of the gale, but although the 
Wfud had dropped somewhat, there was 
still a very heavy sea. 

Tho lumber was discharged at the 
Yreka wharf on tjuatsino 'Sound, and 
then the steamer proceeded around the 
end of the Island again and started 
northward. At Quntsino H. E. New- 
ton and party, who arrived there on the 
tug Mamie and were stormbound, were 
taken on board the Danube ami pro- 
ceeded to Itiver's inlet, whence tney 
look passage south on tile steamer 
Capilano,

According to advices received from 
Special Agent Lambsky, of the United 
Slates, on Prybyloff Islands, the ileet 
of vessels (lying the rising sun Hag of 
Japan in tho Behring sea, is much lar- 
ger this year than that sent from Vic- 
toria. Until this year Victoria has al- 
ways had the largest fleet of vessels in 
'Behring sea, but, owing to tho refusal 
of many of the Indians to go to the sen, 
the ileet numbered but thirteen vessels 
this year, while Japan had a large licet, 
no less than sixteen vessels being ob- 
served in Behring sea in the vicinity of 
the Pribyloff Islands during the season 
just closed, and the catch .made by these 
vessels would probably materially swell 
the total number of seals reported tak- 
en by pelagic hunters could it bo 
known. As is well known, the Japan- 
ese government is not a party to tho 
Paris award, and, therefore, is under no 
legal obligations to require its subjects 
to refrain from taking aeah anywhere 
outside of tho three-mile limit sur- 
rounding the island:;. 

Tho Japanese vessels not being a par- 
ty to the modus vlVeild.', are also empow- 
ered to use 'firearms, while tho Victoria 
sealers have, by reason of the agree- 
ment between (Jreat Britain and the 
United States regarding sealing, to use 
spears in the Behring sea, and the Bea- 
son is limited. 

Apropos of this report from the sea of 
the fleet of Japanese vessels engaged 
there,- news hns been received here that 
the 'hope of inducing the Japanese gov- 
ernment to take a broad view, of tho 
matter, the Washington State Depart- 
ment recently nddrcssed a communica- 
tion to the Japanese Minister of For- 
eign Affairs at Tokio, urging that the 
action of Japan in permitting her sub- 
jects to kill the seals in Behring sea 
was contra bonos mores, i.e., against 
public policy, and that while under no 
legal obligation the Japanese govern- 
ment was under a imoral obligation to_ 
assist in stopping pelagic sealing. The

WITHOUT LEGAL OWNER. 

Cjueer Case Confronts a Lake Huron 
■Wrecking Company. 

The idea of taking possession of an 
abandoned vessel, to which the former 
owners claim to have no title, rebuilding 
her and then having no legal title to the 
craft, is a queer one which confronts 
the McMorran Wrecking Company, of 
Port 'Huron, Mich. Late last fall the 
tug Samuel .1. Christian was run down 
in Detroit river by the steamer J. .1. Al- 
bright. The tug was then owned by L. 
S. Sullivan & Co., of Toledo, who served 
notice of abandonment of the wreck up- 
on the government officials, but nothing 
was done towards Us removal, as it was 
outside of the eliatinel, near Grosse Isle. 
The McMorran Wrecking -Company then 
went after the craft and raised and re- 
built her, cniy to find now that it has 
no legal ownership. The former owners 
refuse to give a bill of sale, on the 
ground that the tug does not belong to 
them, and the government officials re- 
fuse to act, on the ground that the 
.wreck was not an obstruction to naviga- 
tion. The 'McMorran company wants the 
tug legally registered, but as no title can 
bo shown this cannot be done. There 
seems to bo but one way out of the snarl, 
anil that is to tile a wrecking claim, 
have the tug sold under tho hammer to 
satisfy it, and bid her in.

, The hark Ladore. Capt. Kelley, has 
reached Portland, after a narrow escape 
from disaster near W'illapn harbor. Capt. 
IKolley says it was the big seas and 
luck of wind that put his vessel in the 
breakers. She arrived off the bar, but 
(finding no tug, had to stand off shore. 
He says : "Tno wind failed and- tile- cur- 
treut setting in up coast carried up to- 
wards the beach at the mouth of NVil- 
lapa Harbor. Then; was nothing to do 
but let go both anchors, which fortun- 
ately held. Naturally we furled our sails, 
and that led to tho impression at the 
signal station that our canvas had blown 
away. There we lay all day waiting 
for help or a breeze off-shore. Tho 
swells wero tremendous, and tho ship 
rocked as if she would turn turtle, 
about -1 in the afternoon the steam 
schooner laquo came along from the 
north and asked if we Winded assist- 
ance. Nothing else -was in sight and 
we -were glad to get a lino aboard the 
schooner. We raised one anchor, but 
before we could get the other up the 
hawser parted. Then wo were as bad 
off as before, with this bulky schooner 
at close quarters and apt to go afoul of 
us at any time. In fact she did bump 
against us once, but did no great dam- 
age. Presently we got a lino made fast 
again and wero towed out of this tight 
place and anchored safely for the night. 
In the morning at 0:30 the tug Tatoosh 
came along looking for us with her 
searchlight, and our troubles wero over.''

quired. In England the employers are 
able to keep down the labor unions and 
to break down the principles of collec- 
tive bargaining. The House of Lords 
has ruled that trades-unions cannot be 
sued, but a lower court has forbidden 
the right to picket, even peaceably. 
(Frederick Harrison holds that this is the 
death-knell of trades-unions in England. 
(When open to litigation the unions will 
be worsted by the superior resources of 
the employers, and when English trade 
declines there will be a series of strikes.'

The First Lad-es of the Day. 

Part 2. Mrt. Humphrey ~Wud: Novelist and Social Reformer, 
By I. Compton Rickett, M. P. ( All Righto Reserved.) 



The imaginative faculty is always im- 
personal. It is only by au executive 
touch here and there that one can deter- 
mine the sex of a writer. An intimate 
knowledge of female life is likely to es- 
cape and to reveal the woman iu the 
author. George Eliot betrayed herself 
to the closely observant, iu one of -her 
earlier works, by the self-consciousness 
of the heroine, but 'Mrs Humphrey 
Ward is singularly free from the intru- 
sion of such a betrayal. 

The faculty of imagination is surely 
a sensitive reception to ideas beyond the 
intellectual circumference. It is a sug- 
gestion from without; it is not begotten 
from within. With the mind in an at- 
titude of attention, thought flashes, up- 
on it from the unknown. There is a 
drift of stellar dust through the uni- 
verse the debris, it may be of ancient 
systems or the waste of universal 
thought. Passing from the spiritual 
ether into the intellectual atmosphere 
the particles kindle to consciousness like 
the November meteors. The rest, is in- 
dustrious tool work; the acquirement of 
literary .style and distinction ;— the man- 
nerism of the, romance or the poem. As 
a novelist, Mrs. Humphrey Ward is con-, 
Bclentioua, though her touch is a little 
hard The influences of George Eliot .in 
style, and of Charles Kingsloy In social 
ideas, are clearly to be traced. There is 
no scamping of detail, no contentment 
with impressionist effect. She handles 
firmly her subject showing that thor- 
oughness of preliminary study which 
was characteristic of George knot. Her 
drafts of character have been made evi- 
dently from real life.

Our own lives keep their deep mys- 
terious hinterland We can hardly ' h 
i„ a story which does not take account 
of those surroundings which are sub 1} 
interfused with our daily impressions. 
Perhaps this is n deficiency rather than 
a fault to be counted as inherent to the 
novel with a purpose. Through most or 
her .fiction the voice of the teacher, ra- 
ther than the artist, is heard. Mio em- 
erges from the warmth and comfort, 
both material and intellectual, which 
are native to the higher class life ot 
England, to follow her religious and eco- 
nomic systems as they are worked out 
by that other portion of the cpiuiuuu tj 
which ignores Oxford, leaves the month- 
ly reviews uncut, and laps its coarse 
meal from common earthenware. rue 
condition of English labor distresses 
ami alarms her. The clear stream or 
cultured English runs like a calm river 
to the rapids, to reappear after catastro- 
phe- from a maelstrom of 
creeds and classes to 
Can this be anticipated and averted.' 
Cannot the new heavens and the new- 
earth rise into being by softer evolution- 
ary process'.' 'Is there not for Europe 
and America some blending of economic 
reform which will deliver us front social 
chaos? .She would willingly remain by 
the old ways if it were possible so to 
do. Kho lingers lovingly in her Catholic 
country houses, homes of ancient pence; 
in tho English vicarage, a place tor an 
assured theology, and for humane ac- 
tivities. She loiters in their gardens, 
looks back from the lychgate to the 
grey church tower, that she would spare 
if she could; but reforming forces, both 
religious and economic, draw her along 
the road from which she would have es- 
caped. The dual character of her in- 
tellectual sympathies is clearly niarjteu. 
iter careful study of Catholicism in 
.English home life is nlmost unrivalled. 
The hand is faithful; the picture is 
painted "warts and all," yet the ideal- 
ism of the Catholic faith, its restful 
asceticism steals like a dream upon the 
sympathies. But all the time her other 
nature is rejoicing ill the breath of an 
intellectual moorland, never fenced by 
human lingers, with a far distant hori- 
zon losing itself in space of sky. Her 
chosen hero has always in view the 
making of a great saint or a great scep- 
tic. The writer appears to hesitate to 
make him definitely one or the other, in 
order thnt the same man may be both at 
different periods of his life. When she 
abandons these problems to carve li 
simple picture with deeper driven tools, 
the realism becomes similarly appalling. 
The slow dying of Dora Grieve; Bessie 
CostreU'a sordid drama; the heroic 
blackness of the mine for George Tres- 
sady nre instances. 

In depicting the misery which mingles 
with the dregs of the English social sys- 
tem Mrs. 'Humphrey Ward does not 
spare to strike home. 'She gathers the 
agricultural laborers for us on their 
starved wages, in their dilapidated cot- 
tages, lured to trouble by the temptation 
of the game lnws. There is the helpless- 
ness, the vacuity of mind of the old and 
infirm who trail through life to the 
workhouse, grumbling and indifferent. 
There is the restlessness of the young 
and strong, the daredevil adventurers of 
tho midnight tragedy of the woods. Or 
again, the old crone crouching over the 
lire in the colliery village home, a com- 
fortable interior with good bits of furni- 
ture purchased at the cost of human 
life. The ancient woman is full of mem- 
ories of the father or husband brought 
home in a winding sheet. She is ever 
ready for that rush and cry through the 
village, which means the further loss of 
son or grandson. Then we have the 
squalid streets of East London; the 
great army of labor ever set against the 
class above them; ever murmuring, 
threatening, combining, falling to pieces, 
and re-combining, like n melancholy sea 
scouring "the ragged shingles o!'_ the 
world." Oitr authoress sees it vividly 
and sharpiy deiiues it. She will not 
spare us n line or n splash of dull red 
color. She is conscious of the many ef- 
forts to remedy this social distress and 
recognizes their ineliicienoy. Indiffer- 
ence, lack of thought ntul sympathy, she 
rebukes witn ii.line scorn. The persons of 
her stories .who live for the things of 
this life are shown to be imperfect, un- 
developed, wretched in their realized ad- 
vantage. ' Perhaps her intolerance of 
selfishness may carry her beyond the 
actual facts, tor i[ I lie horizon be nar- 
rowly bounded it; is easily reached. The 
wicked have "no hands" even in their 
spiritual death. Palliation Init no rem- 
edy can he foitnd. The outcome of it 
all seems to be sympathy and "settle- 
ments." 

, At any rate there is no attempt on her 
part to evade the actual facts. She 
does not seek tho triumph of ore ec- 
clesiastical system, or school of thought. 
'How gladly would she have co-operated 
iwith Catholic or Anglican if cither could 
have applied a religious solvent to t3ie 



bxicial problem! Perhaps there is notice- 
able a trace -of hereditary dislike to tue 
U/hilistiiiisiu o£ Dissent; a system wmcn, 
in. her opinion, falls between two ex- 
tremes. It rejects traditional dogmat- 
ism, and falters at entering the open 
sea of free thought. Determined to faco 
her difficulty honestly, she discards or- 
dinary theological association, ana takes 
refuge in a religion of humanity, a bro- 
therhood irradiated by a Divine iustinct. 
It sets aside the miraculous, aud com- 
forts itself wit'h "sweetness and light." 
ilt is, however, significant to remember 
that tho two schools of thought which 
have been the most successful with the 
outcast and the submerged, are the 
ilig'u church, whether Catholic or Ritu- 
alist, and the Salvation Army with its 
positive creed. 

THE SOCIAL PROBLEM AS IT IS. 

It must also be borne in mind that it 
is not the smaller tradesman, and the 
•well-found working man with his Provi- 
dent Society, and his trades' union, who 
contribute to the social distress. No 
revolutionary proposals are ever likely 
to proceed from them. They are able 
to hold their own; to satisfy tlieir reli- 
gious sympathies through their preferred 
dumomiuatiou; to maintain a footing on 
the industries of the country. More- 
over, their natural ambition is satisfied 
by the road which competition leaves 
open to the handicraftsman, and to the 
smaller trader, for promotion to the 
classes above. No deail level Socialist 
system would compensate them for the 
loss of this exhilarating opportunity. It 
is the groat -body of indefinite workers 
lying below which is the problem and 
despair of the social reformer. Badly 
ci implied fur the struggle, sickness, mis- 
fortune, or vice, lays a heavy hand upon 
them, and with increasing u"e tlieir 
powers for work become still more Im- 
paired. Add to these, emigrants from 
the country who are enrolled in no trade 
and women who have to seek their own' 
bread In these you havo tho nation 
of the destitute— Uho poor whom we 
have always with us. The labor, more 
or less unskilled, to which they nre 
equal, is limited U ud Iliieiuatiug in quan- 
tity.

iiomic condition. To place this class 
wholesale upon the charity of the na- 
tion would lie to permanently pauper- 
ize ii, ami to draw to it wuverers capa- 
ble of better things. The State must 
of course charge itself with the most 
forlorn, hut there is a terrible margin 
for suffering before the broken lives are 
picked up by the social ambulances. It 
may be possible for reformers to devise 
a system of state employment— Socialist 
if you please to call it — by which these 
weaker workers may be sorted and ap- 
portioned to trades and employments 
suited to their powers. Difficult this 
would be, I admit. It might be necessary 
to reserve certain humbler trades for 
state monopolies, on the principle t'liat 
the state assumes the carriage of let- 
ters to the exclusion of competition. 

The ordinary law of supply and de- 
mand .is gradually improving the posi- 
tion of the country laborer. The pres- 
ent generation of rural folk arc better 
taught, ntul more widely informed than 
their parents. The set of population to 
the towns is- compelling tin., landowner 
and fanner to raise tho rate of wages, 
and to find better house room for the 
laborers. Where this cannot be found 
the poorer land threatens to slip out 
of cultivation. This must ultimately 
lead to a scheme of popular settlement 
on the laud. 

We are confronted with the hard real- 
ity that we cannot abolish file peril and 
pain of poverty without an economic 
revolution. We may resort the popula- 
tion by methods of municipal housing. 
The question lies deeper. Simply stat- 
ed, it is to find the wages by which tho 
rent and food can he bought. Jietter 
housing in many cases- will only mean 
the huddling together, or scattering far- 
ther afield, of the impoverished work- 
ers. Statistician anU novelist alike 
tun: the lantern of attention upon the 
facts, but the facts continue resistant, 
whether in darkness or light. Some- 
thing may be expected from the develop- 
ment of a wholesome municipal social- 
ism which undertakes monopolies. 

Christianity softens the situation, hut 
Jins no gospel of economic salvation. Tue 
.communism of the early Church was re- 
stricted to t'liat active working body, 
the first Society of Jesus, sent forth in- 
to an unbelieving world. Its very suc- 
cess apparently destroyed its commun- 
ism. It became impossible to maintain it 
beyond the limits of n small society. We 
find the ordinary charities, the collec- 
tions for the poor saints; even an apos- 
tle working at a trade in order that lie 
might not be chargeable to any. In 
these days of fresh ideas and large move- 
ments, he would be rash who declared 
that international co-operation on the 
basis of Socialism would be impossible, 
but international it would have to lie. 
A continent must resolve to bo com- 
munist to give the experiment any hope 
of success. To convert a continent to 
such an experiment, to overcome the

The glittering dome of 
St. Isaacs and the green islands of 
the Neva ravish the sight of those ap- 
proaching St. Petersburg by the Gulf 
of lligu, but aiming the water cities of 
Kurope all yield to Stockholm, the .Lady 
of .Lakes and Islands. In the Uomin- 
ion of Canada two scenes are equally 
bewitching, if not equally famous— the 
approach by the St. Lawrence to Que- 
bec, the porta] of the Atlantic, and the 
approach to Victoria, the portal of 
the Pacific. 

Victoria is eighty m.'.es distant from 
the Mainland, and the trip from Van- 
couver city generally occtip.es about six 
hours. The scenery has some resnn- 
blance to the liord at Stockholm, with 
which it has- often been compared. Ifor 
the greater part of the time you sail 
among picturesque islands; and across 
the Straits of (Jeorgin may be seen, a 
hundred miles away, the snow-capped 
summits of the Olympian mountains, 
the lofty coast range of Washington 
state. Situated on a deep inlet at the 
southern extremity of Vancouver 
Island, Victoria is screened from view 
until the steamer, rounding a rocky 
promontory, drops almost suddenly into 
the spacious harbor. Shipping and 
warehouses, villas nlong the shore and 
upon the wooded heights, lofty churches 
and public buildings, and, towering 
above all, the noble pile of the new 
parliamentary buildings— the finest in 
Canada— all come iuto view with (start- 
ling suddenness as the steamer glides 
smoothly into the deep pellucid basin. 

The steamboat of the Pacific Express 
reaches Victoria in the evening, and 
there are few visitors to these shores 
who do not declare the Victorian sun- 
set the most gorgeous tfiey have ever 
beheld.. We bad left the Mainland 
shrouded in mist— an unusual phenom- 
enon in the delightful climate of British 
Columbia— but when we got out upon 
the broad bosom of the Straits of 
Georgia, the sun broke through tho 
hare, and the clouds which obscured 
the Olympian mountains melted away 
until only one long riband of white 
vapor lay along the middle altitude, 
above which the purple and snow- 
llecked peaks rose gleaming in the deep- 
est blue. As evening approached, the 
sun dipped behind the mountains of 
.Vancouver Island amid lowering masses 
'■ of purple storm-cloud, suspended in a

The peo.de of Victoria have a peculiar 
grievance, which, in the density of 
Knglish Ijnoraueo of Canadian affairs, 
is not liktly soon to be remedied; but 
which I iiust set forth as it is poured 
into the tars of every Bnglishman on 
bis first arrival in British Columbia. 
It relates to the name "Vancouver." 
Vancouver city is situated on the -Maiii- 
lund, and is not the capital of British 
Columbia, but merely the terminal port 
of the Canadian Pacific railway on the 
Pacific. It 1ms nothing to do with 
V&nconver Island, upon which Victoria 



I 
trust that in future business, men in 
Yorkshire will attend In the distinction, 
us it is not only desirable if the feel- 
ings ot the Victorians are not to bo too 
nulled, hut a matter of no little im- 
portance in the conduct of business, 
l.eliers intended for Victoria should not 
have the word Vancouver taeKed on; 
otherwise they may be delayed nt Van- 
couver city. "Victoria (li. C.J" is all 
that is necessary, 

Vancouver Island is about as large 
as Ireland. It is the chief seat of the 
iBritish Columbia lumber industry and, 
uf coal milling, and is rapidly becoming 
an important field for copper and gold 
mining. Adjoining Victoria is Esqul- 
malt, the British naval and coaling 
station on Hie Pacific coast. Victoria 
is, of course, the scat of the provincial 
government, and shares with Vancou- 
ver city tin- rapidly increasing distribut- 
ing trade of the Pacific Coast with tho 
Yukon, Seattle uud San Francisco, and 
the ocean trade to Japan, China and 
Australia. It is the first and lust port 
of call for the steamers of the Bmpress 
and other lines trading to Asia, Aus- 
tralia, the Straits .Settlements and New 
Zealand. 

On the morning after our arrival at 
Victoria, we visited Ksquimalt, the Oib- 
raltiir of the must westerly, frontier of 
the Kmpire, and military alarmists at 
home who are always in a state of 
simmering panic about our neglected 
defences, but who seem singularly un- 
conscious of the existo'ice of this fort- 
ress, would be disconcerted to learn the

Th's is one of the big crop years for 
apples, but from nil reports returns are 
going to lie very disappointing for 
growers and shippers. The trouble is 
not lack of quantity, or even of qual- 
ity in tin., ordinary sense, for the sam- 
ples are large and well-formed, and 
this year the crop has -been unusually 
free from worms, hut the scab is worse 
than it has been for years.

Here she anchored' to re- 
cuperate her men, and then came tho 
bid's first adventure in what was to be 
his j life career. With the first morn- 
ing's light some negroes were seen on 
the nearest island. They were nt first 
mistaken for pirates, hut their lack of 
arms convinced the captain that they 
were runaway slaves, and ho imme- 
diately ordered out his boats, manned 
with well-armed crews. Philip was 
taken along iu the boat that carried tho 
ship's surgeon, with suitable supplies 
for the care of wounded men. It was 
all very puzzling as! well as interesting 
for the lad, for he hud, even then, no 
idea what was to he done. But after 
the boats reached shore he saw two 
negroes, a mail and a woman, captured, 
as they fished in a quiet stream. The 
woman was gagged, bound neck aiyl 
heels, and thrown into a boat like niv 
animal for slaughter. A little latex, 
led by the negro man, who served as a 
guide under compulsion, the sailors sur- 
rounded a tiny settlement, iu a pretty 
igien some distance inland, and at the 
sound of a pistol shot raided it, killing 
two negro men who resisted, and cap- 
turing forty men, women and children, 
who were carried, bound securely, to 
the boats,- and sent to the swift-sailing; 
brig. 

The Coralline, with her easily gained 
cargo of negroes, ran north until she 
fell in with a Florida trader, who 
bought them with the intent ot running 
them from Florida into the United- 
IStates. and paid a price that yielded 
Philip's uncle a net protit of !?1fi,0(X). 
!'t is to bo observed that the captain 
made that, not the owners of the vessel. 
It was what the captain called a private 
venture. lie would necount to the owu- 
•ers for all profits of the voyage to 
Africa, but this lucky stroke wns his 
o wn. 

Many and strange were Drake's ven- 
tures thereafter. For instan-'e, uf tne 
end of seven years Drake sailed from

The enect of the scab on an apple of 
the texture of a Orceiiing is to eat into 
the flesh so rapidly that by- the tune 
tne barrel gets to England the apple 
with halt a dozen scab spots is practi- 
cally black and worthless. 

"some Ithode Island Greenings have 
been sold m England this year for !Jd. 
per barrel, and a great many have been 
sold tor as. and 4s. per barrel," con- 
tinued iMr. Lick. 

At these prices people can realize how 
much money there is in shipping apple* 
to England affected with the scab. 

The Fruit Marks Act provides that 
no apples may be marked "first-class" 
when there is a greater proportion than 
per cent, of scabbed apples, anil the 
result is that in some sections of On- 
tario there are practically uo hrst-class 
upplcs. The farmers . are aniious to 
have as many barrels of lirsb-class ap- 
ples packed m their orchards as pos- 
sible, but tlie dealers nre learning from 
Hear Wp'Tience to put the great bulk 
of this year's crop up as second-class. 
It only pays, for the reason given above, 
to ship lirst-class apples to -England, and 
there is such a surplus of second-grade 
apples that the dealers don't kuow what 
to 'do with them. 

"On an average," said Mr. lick, "it 
will cost this year 5U cents per bar*'! 
to pack the hrst-class apples in this 
crop after they nre on the ground, ow- 
ing to the largo amount of sorting to 
be done. In one orchard in Niagnra 
district, for instance, only .15 barrels 
guided .first-class out ot* 200 barrels 
packed." 

As the barrels cost 30c. or 32e. apiece] 
Mr. ILlck estimates rrtiat the package 
and packing mi a barrel of Wo. 1 ap- 
ples will amount to ifl. 

The cause of till this difficulty in the 
apple crop is the wet season, which 
favored the growth nnd spread of too 
scab. Some sections arc linnccoilllt- 
ubly free from it, but as a whole tho 
disease is general over the npple-pro- 
ducing parts of the province Orcharus 
thnt were well sii.ra.ved have escaped, 
but the rains were so frequent, ami 
sunny days so scarce that in a great 
many orchards spraying was of no 
avail. 

Fruit inspectors, growers, and ship- 
pers are all worrying over the slate of 
the apple trade which the pfSra!cne.e Of 
scab has caused, and there will doubt- 
less be a good many prosecutions for 
wrong packing before the season is 
over.
